Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants described the invention and gave reasons as to why they 
believe it is novel and non-obvious over the prior art. The examiner indicated that the claims as currently written are 
anticipated and non-obvious over the prior art, and specifically referenced the recent KSR vs. Teleflex case to explain 
why the invention as currently claimed is considered as unobvious over the prior art. The examiner indicated that 
Applicants should considered adding more specific structural limitations of there invention into the claims in addition to 
using 112, 6th paragraph as a tool to overcome the prior art, such as describing the structure of the shoulder and the 
thickness of the insert, which has a thickness larger than that of the prior art. Applicant is reminded that new matter 
should not be entered into the claims. Applicant may also consider adding language regarding the inserts being fixed 
while still allowing angulations of the screws. Regarding claim 24, the examiner indicated that it is a product by process 
claim, and that Applicant's must show that the end result, the apparatus, is different structurally due to being formed by 
a different process. Applicant may consider providing evidence that the product-by-process claim results in a different 
end product, or a showing that the cited prior art would not function if modified to meet the claim language, in the form 
of a third arty affidavit. In addition, it was suggested that Applicant consider filing claims for a method of manufacture 
or method of using in continuation or CIP application. Applicant is further reminded that any amendments to the claims 
may require further search and/or consideration. The examiner indicated that she would call applicant prior to any
